Frankie and 
A Georgia Town 


It was a hot summer down in the little 

Georgia town, and Frankie Adams and her 

| cousin, John Henry, who wore glasses but could 

see little bugs without them, were distracted by life’s problems. 

Frankie, who was 12 years old, was distracted most of all, and 
John Henry, who was six, only because Frankie was. There was 
war on the radio. The American armies were in France and Gen. 
Patton’s name was often on the air. 

Frankie would sit there in the kitchen, lonely and fearful with 
thoughts churning around in her head. She was too tall and too 
ugly and the other girls wouldn’t elect her to the club. She was 
concerned with God and mystery and who she really was and where 
she was going and what was to become of her and it was very 
painful. She didn’t like her name. It wasn’t romantic and it wouldn't 
let her become a radar expert and she wished she was a soldier 
with Patton’s Army and maybe a movie actress. 


There was really no one to talk with, except John Henry and 
Bernice. Bernice was the colored cook and things were churning 
around in her head, too. In a way, they matched some of Frankie’s 
yearnings to have a real place, to have an identity, to know some- 
thing of one’s destiny. 

These are the characters in “The Member of the Wedding,” by 
Carson McCullers, of Columbus, Ga. A few others wander in and 
out, like papa, who was a jeweler; and a drunken soldier, and the 
brother who had soldiered in Alaska and came home to be married 


next Sunday. 
Kitchen So, all through the long, hot Georgia afternoons 
Frankie and John Henry would sit with Bernice in 
the kitchen and talk. Frankie had the misery of growing up in- 
side her and it made her jumpy and mean and selfish. She would 
run on and on, her talking pouring out of her in such a stream until 
Bernice would be moved to ask, “Is you goin’ crazy, Frankie?” 
John Henry was a patient little thing, moving his eyes from Bernice 
to Frankie, listening tirelessly and thinking God-knows-what. Ber- 
nice would always talk about her marriages. Only one of them 
had been any good—the first one. That was to Lutie. Lutie was 
a real man and up in Cincinnati they had really lived. 


The wedding and the dress she was to wear and all the ritual 
and mystery of a wedding pressed down on Frankie unti! Bernice 
was worried about her. 

It liked to have got her in trouble because she was tall and how 
did the drunk soldier who asked her to have a beer know she had 
just become 13? And even if he knew what would he have cared? 
But Frankie got out of it all right. 

All Bernice’s talk about love and fate and life were so mixed 
up in her mind with her own reality of escaping from the soldier 
and the pitiful dream of going off with her officer brother and 
never coming back and becoming famous in the movies is so plain 
you feel how pitiful it is. 

This is the third novel by Carson McCullers. The first was 
“The Heart Is a Lonely Hunter,” the second, “Reflections in a 
Golden Eye.” This one is her best, 1 think. It better written 
than the others; it seems content to bid for success on its crafts- 
manship without depending on any Sfiocks or artificial situations. 
It is enormously well written, capturing all Frankie’s miseries and 
the hot, summer life of the town. One suspects that Carson Mc- 
Cullers knows this type of childhood best because it was some- 
thing jike her own. This is something novelists cannot escape, 
their own childhoods being the only ones they know. It is an un- 
usual story of a very sensitive child, and I think you will find it 
holds you by the very brilliance of its writing. (195 pages; Houghton, 
Mifflin, $2.50.)

It is a sad fact that hate of a man dead 
and in his grave was so great that power- 
ful forces brought about this inquiry in 
an effort to discredit him, believing, in 
their fury, the most absurd, wild and ir- 
responsible reports gathered from the cock- 
tail bars, the “hate-Roosevelt-circles,” and 
from the failures of the Army and Navy 
officers who had been dropped from active 
service because of their inability to main- 
tain the pace of modern war, both physi- 
cally and mentally, and who, therefore, 
blamed everyone but themselves.

Churchill's Proposals 
Already Part Reality 


W ASHINGTON—lIn the light of Mr. Church- 

ill’s more recent clarifying speech in New York, 

it has become apparent that the thing he pro- 

posed at Fulton, Mo.—the thing that created such a controversy 

here and abroad—was far different from the formal military alli- 

ance which most persons, at first blush, were inclined to interpret 
from his remarks. 


The former British prime minister now has stated that he had 
“never- asked for an Anglo-American military alliance.” 


Instead, he said, “I asked, and I ask, for something different 
and in a sense for something more. I asked for fraternal associa- 
tion, free, voluntary fraternal association.” 


It can now be revealed that President Truman, who accom- 
panied Mr, Churchill to Fulton, had never understood that the 
speech proposed more than that—a fraternal association. He has 
so informed members of the Senate who have discussed the 
matter with him since then. 

But the error into which many persons fell in interpreting the 
speech as proposing a military alliance was an easy one. It almost 
looks as though Mr. Churchill, a master of English expression, 
deliberately shaded his words to this end as a means of getting 
more positive reaction. 

If the reaction was not all that he wanted it to be, he could 
always fall back on a closer definition of his meaning. That, in 
fact, is what he did in his later New York address. 

The chief difference in what 


No Formal Treaty Necessary Mr Clock aur Ga 


proposes and what he at first seemed to project is that one—the 
alliance—would have to be created by formal treaty, whereas the 
other—a fraternal association—needs only to be implemented by 
presidential decree. 

An alliance would commit us to war in the defense of Britain, 
as it wculd Britain in the defense of the United States, if we were 
attacked. We would not be bound by the same obligations under an 
association, though certain moral commitments might be involved. 

Mr. Churchill cited the achievements of the joint chiefs of 
staff during the recent war and urged that this working relation- 
ship be continued. He suggested that American and British naval 
bases throughout the world be thrown open to the use of the Navies 
of both countries, in the interest of economy and efficiency. 

It would require no formal treaty to put these measures into 
operation. It could be done by executive action, assuming that 
the heads of the two governments concurred. 

The joint chiefs of staff, in fact, was a creation of the late Presi- 
dent Roosevelt during the war. It required no congressional 


sanction. 

To some extent collaboration of the 
We Must Collaborate kind must be continued between the 
military heads of the two governments because the secret of the 
atomic bomb is held jointly by the United States and Britain. 

And since the A-bomb overshadows in importance all other 
agencies and implements of war for the time being, at least, our 
joint ownership of the secret will tend to hold the two English- 
speaking countries in some kind of a fraternal military association. 

Most of the things Mr. Churchill proposes, therefore, already 
are part reality. He would merely formalize it by proclaiming the 
association to the world. 

What the former prime minister has in mind, competent British 
sources here say, is nothing so severe as a formal treaty of alliance, 
but an association with the United States built on the same loose 
lines as the British commonwealth of nations. 

None of the members of the British commonwealth from Aus- 
tralia to Canada, it is pointed out, is bound irrevocably to the 
British Empire. They are held together by more or less common 
ties. 

That is the sort of fraternal association Mr. Churchill seems to 
visualize. If we were bound together by formal treaty there would 
be too much agitation on both sides to be free of the shackles. 
Built in the other way it would be based upon the cold, enduring 
fact that the American and British people have a common loyalty 
to the democratic way of life.
